Clarke students speak varying 
amounts of Spanish and seem to 
enjoy meeting and talking to the 
South Americans. Alberto, who 
speaks Portuguese, can com- 
municate fairly well in Spanish 
because of the closeness of the 
two languages. He has met 
another Brazilian student that 
goes to Wahlert High School, 
Ludmila Souza, from Rio de 
Janeiro, who speaks Portuguese. 

The students are taking in- 
tensive English classes that are 
nearly two hours long and meet 
every day; once in the morning, 
then again in the afternoon. They 
have three teachers, none. of 
whom are Clarke instructors:

‘Santamaria is the coordinator 
of the program at Clarke. She 
earned her. Ph.D in romance 
languages with a major emphasis 
in Portuguese. She recruited 
the students, indirectly, through 
friends she and her husband 
made while traveling extensively 
and working on their degrees in 
Latin America. Santamaria has 
taught English to Clarke students 
in the past, at the University of 
Dubuque, and is now hoping to 
expand the program at Clarke.

Clarke has a much lower ratio 
of foreign students than most 
colleges, according to San- 
tamaria, and she feels that 
Clarke students could benefit 
from an increased exposure to 
different languages and cultures. 

In addition to being their 
teacher, Lana Santamaria has 
also been a good friend to the new 
students, taking them on 
weekend ski trips to Sundown. CV 

Columbia has a warmer 
climate and receives much 
rain, but little snow, so skiing has 
been a new experience for them.

CODA, rather than being a 
greatest hits LP, turns out to be a 
tribute to the great rock drum- 
mer. This is a fine, even ad- 
mirable sentiment, for hard-core 
Zeppelin fans; however, the 
average record buyer might be 
hard-pressed to understand all of 
the hullabaloo over its release. 
The average buyer will not, on 
the other hand, find this kind of 
consistent quality on the majority 
of new album releases this year. 
Led Zeppriuis roots can be 
found in the mid-60s rock group - 
The Yardbirds, who are said by 
many critics to have been the

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put on other album packages. Of 
the eight songs on the album, six 
are Zeppelin originals and two 
are remakes of old blues num- 
bers. There’s even a drum solo, 
“Bonzo’s Montreux.” Maybe it’s 
not in the classic vein of “Moby 
Dick” but it is a great drum solo 
all the same. ; 

“Poor Tom,” one of CODA’s 
best songs, demonstrates 
probably the best drum track 
Bonham has studio recorded 
since “Moby Dick,” off Led 
Zeppelin II. Unfortunately, 
“Poor Tem” also demonstrates 
one of the weakest vocal tracks 
by Robert Plant in recent 
memory. Not to put the blame on 
Plant, the error can be attributed 
to a poor attempt at mixing the 
song down. This unprofessional 
goof turns what could be a classic 
Led Zeppelin tune into just a very 
good one. 

“We're Gonna Groove,” one of 
the two blues songs on CODA, 
opens side one with a bang that 
vaguely resembles the Beatles’ 
“Helter Skelter.” It’s a subtle
